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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive: Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the cited references and that hindsight reconstruction was 
used; and that the combined references fail to disclose or suggest lookup tables for security associations associated with packets. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine the references, Godwin and Tuck each relate to determining 
whether a packet should be dropped (see column 7 lines 1 -1 0 of Godwin and column 2 lines 29-37 of Tuck) each of which uses a lookup 
table and each is performed in a network device. Apparna relates to a network-monitoring device, similar to Godwin and Tuck. The 
motivation to combine Tuck's multiple tables with Godwin would have been that a single table wastes space as taught by Tuck in column 5 
lines 28-38). The motivation to use a device driver would have been to be able communicate with the protocol drivers and the operating 
system as taught on page 2 of Apparna. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based 
upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction 
based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction 
is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Regarding Applicant's argument that the combined references fail to disclose or suggest lookup tables for security associations 
associated with packets, Godwin discloses a lookup table for security associations in column 6 line 47 through column 7 line 10 and Tuck 
teaches a separate table for ingress and egress tables in column 2 lines 29-37 and column 5 lines 28-38. 

Applicant further argues that the further references combined fail to make up for the deficiencies of the above mentioned references; 
these arguments are moot in view of the above response.
